Editor’s 
Hour” 


This is the last Editor’s Hour that you 
will have an opportunity to read. Effec- 
tive on November 23, 1980 the reins of 
this publication are being placed in 
other hands, yet to be determined. My 
resignation was submitted on August 23, 
1980 and the November 23 date is in 
keeping with the 90 day clause in the 
contract. 

As one looks back over a period such 
as the past 8 years the reactions are 
many and varied. It all began with the 
March 1973 issue. Things were new then 
and there was much to do. It was fun and 
a lot of hard work. The high points come 
to mind quickly. 

In 1974 we went to Atlanta, Georgia 
with IBS and promoted benchrest. We 
met hundreds of people and had a ball. 
In 1974 | got lucky and set anew 200 and 
300 yard aggregate record plus a 300 
yard aggregate record. It was the start of 
my shooting well on occasion. The years 
of 1975 and 1976 were much like 1977 in 
that we pressed forward. Super Shoots 
were attended and we took our share of 
lickings and won a few. 

1978 found me getting on the winning 
streak and taking the IBS Heavy Varmint 
Championship with .2732. This was a 
high point in my shooting career. Being 
able to beat that crew was the icing on 
my cake, especially savored after a bad 
early summer at the bench. 

1979 found us putting on 
Benchrest’79, the school for benchrest 
shooters, for 26 really super students. It 
was a thrill to see an idea blossom to 
success before my eyes. The staff was 
superb and the students were outstand- 
ing. It was great. 1979 was also a good 
shooting year. The late fall and winter 
leagues went smoothly into early 1980. 

1980 found the shooting still OK till a 
scope was broken. Confidence did not 
return till late summer. “Benchrest '80”’ 
was another success; again due to great 
students and a super staff. The future of 
this type of program is yet unknown but | 
believe it is the way to expand the sport

beyond its present meager limits. 5,000 
active benchresters is not impossible 
with the proper promotion. 

Late 1980 found the shooting picking 
up. Mike Watkins beat me badly with my 
own rifle during the benchrest school. If 
he could do it, why wasn’t | doing it too? 
| came out of the box at Johnstown in 
September and shot a .2600 to take the 
Heavy Varmint 200 yard. A Light Varmint 
200 yard group was range measured at 
.181. The IBS Measuring Committee 
called it a .163, just .002 over the existing 
.161. And | thought the rifle was not 
working! 

Recalling all the good moments, and 
all the good people, would take more 
pages than we have available. Thanking 
all the fine people who worked so 
closely with me over the years would re- 
quire a terrific list. It is just not possible 
to print each and every friendly name 
here. The fun memories would fill a 
book. The companionships shared and 
the heartbreaking stories about “the one 
that got out’’ will be long remembered. 

With so many to thank it is best if word 
is mentioned here of my deep apprecia- 
tion for all your efforts. May God shine 
upon each and every one of you in your 
daily lives and on the ranges of the 
world. You deserve whatever good 
comes your way. | am proud to say that | 
have known you and shared with you. 

For those who have been my detrac- 
tors on occasion, and they are few when 
the average is observed, | have some 
thoughts that shall remain private 
forever. Some will try not to understand 
and some are not capable of under- 
standing. | will leave the negatives of life 
with one quotation: ‘‘Upon the plain of 
hesitation bleach the bones of countless 
millions who, at the dawn of victory, 
paused to rest-and resting died.” The 
origin of that quote is lost in history but 
the meaning remains forever clear. 

On the average, | must profess a very 
strong feeling for the fine people of 
benchrest. No sport that | am familiar 
with has as many of them. They give 
freely of whatever they have and ask no 
reward. They work hard and enjoy 
deeply as they play. They do not hate, 
pick or interfere, at least not with their 
sport, which is a demanding one. | shall 
miss all of you! 

As time passes and things change, 
with new duties and contacts, many of 
you will remain strong in my memory 
bank for the good things that we shared.

Changes 
to Sweany’s instrument since then 
have been the adaptation of a regular 
dial caliper fitted with 22, 6mm and 30 
cal reticles and a retractable pin to 
hold down the gadget during use.

They have 
recently enhanced their offerings in 
other areas.

The addition that caught my eye was 
the Simgard process for protecting fire- 
arms against rust, moisture and wear. A 
closer look and a talk with Boyd Metz 
resulted in arrangements to have a 
handgun finished. 

The Ruger Single Six that | sent was 
no great shakes in the looks department. 
It was a 200th. year model that had been 
abused by a previous owner to make it 
look like it was 200 years old. It was 
functional, just grubby. 

When it returned it was a better look- 
ing revolver. Simmons Gun Specialties 


stripped it to bare metal, including the 
aluminum parts, and applied Simgard to 
it. The finish looks a lot like stainless 
steel with a slightly gold cast. | chose 
the satin finish for the non-glare ap- 
pearance. 

My revolver was well finished. | could 
only find 2 tiny black spots on the 
aluminum grip frame. The stripping was 
very complete and the spots missed 
were hard to find. It was a good job. 

Boyd Metz told me that they apply the 
finish to all parts and the build-up is 
about .0003. My revolver was a bit rough 
for 100 cockings, at which time it 
became smoother than before. The hard 
finish adds to the smooth operation. 

After a summer of knocking this 
revolver around in the woods, on my 
garden tractor and out fishing | can see 
no appreciable wear. There are a few 
smooth spots but the finish is virtually 
intact. It does all that it advertises to do. 

Most handguns cost $81.50 to finish 
and rifles and shotguns cost about 
$121.50. For information contact Sim- 
mons Gun Specialties, Inc., 700 Rogers 
Road, Olathe, KN 66061. 

In looking back at this finishing pro- 
cess it might not be too bad for a 
benchrest action. It is attractive and the 
mat finish that | chose would compli- 
ment the stainless steel barrel. Perhaps 
it would serve as a finish for the 
aluminum benchrest stock. The choices 
are varied for the shooter who wishes to 
fight corrosion on firearms of any kind.

During one of these informal discus- 
sions someone mentioned that, as 
shooters, we are subjecting ourselves to 
a harmful product in nitrobenzene. 
Someone else was heard to remark: 
“What is nitrobenzene? | don’t use any 
of that.’’ Yes you do my fine friend; it is 
in Hoppes bore cleaner. Just read the 
label and see for yourself. 

Subsequent investigations revealed 
that nitrobenzene is also in many things 
around us, including foods. The fourth 
edition of POISONING, Toxicology, 
Symptoms and Treatments, by Jay M. 
Arena, M.D., Charles C. Thomas, 
Publisher, Springfield, IL states that: 
“This compound is used in shoe dyes 
and as an artificial flavor in foods, soap 
and perfume because its odor is like that 
of oil of bitter almonds. It is a volatile 
yellowish fluid. The vapors are more tox- 
ic than the fluid itself. Nitrobenzene is 
not only a blood and cardiac intoxicant 
like aniline (a byproduct of 
nitrobenzene) but is also a central ner- 
vous system depressant. The depression 
may be preceded by stimulation. 
Symptoms are often delayed in onset for 
hours if the poison is swallowed but are 
prompt and severe when they do appear. 
Symptons from inhaling nitrobenzene 
occur immediately. The patient behaves 
as if he were inebriated. There is then 
noted headache, vertigo, nausea, vomit- 
ing, depressed respiration, disturbed vi- 
sion, stupor, coma and death from 
respiratory failure. The skin is bluish 
gray or intensely cyanotic.” “‘The urine 
is dark and both the urine and vomitus

have the odor of oil of bitter almonds.” 
“Chronic poisoning is characterized by 
bladder distress, cyanosis, disturbed vi- 
sion, peripheral neuritis, anemia and 
weight loss. Benign and malignant blad- 
der tumors apparently occur as in the 
case of chronic aniline poisoning.” 

“Treatment should be directed against 
further absorption by removing the pa- 
tient to fresh air. The skin, if contami- 
nated, must be washed thoroughly with 
vinegar (5% acetic acid) and then soap 
and water.” 

The description above is obviously for 
treatment of industrial levels of ex- 
posure. Just how does this effect 
benchrest shooters, or shooters in 
general? Certainly there is something 
that we can do to alleviate discomfort 
from nitrobenzene in Hoppes. The level 
of nitrobenzene in Hoppes must be low 
enough that the EPA feels secure, for 
the moment, in letting it exist in bore 
cleaning solvent. Were the level high 
enough | am sure that we would be 
warned. 

On the surface it would appear that a 
washing with vinegar after using Hoppes 
would remedy the situation. Obviously 
one would not do this following a rifle 
match and then go dancing without a 
shower (preferably 27). It might even- 
tually lead to loss of friends and the ulti- 
mate removal of the offender from shoot- 
ing circles. One can stand the stink of

Never! 

Carl Lynn can be seen washing his 
hands with alcohol after cleaning his ri- 
fle. Carl tells me that Clyde Hart in- 
formed him that alcohol will neutralize 
the effects of nitrobenzene on bore 
brushes, most likely by removing it. Carl 
claims that he has eliminated all effects 
of nitrobenzene, as observed to act upon 
him, with this program. | am unable to 
find any medical or chemical verification 
of this. It is believed that Alan King once 
wrote about nitrobenzene poisoning in 
the Canadian newsletter. Can anyone 
find a copy of that for me? Thanks! 

To date | know of no serious cases of 
nitrobenzene poisoning among 
benchrest shooters. Some of them act a 
little funny but it is hardly the fault of 
nitrobenzene. Bad Hoppes has been 
blamed for bad groups on occasion but 
we hardly see an epidemic of toxic reac- 
tions. Just how many of you have been 
effected by some strange malady after a 
match and could not put a finger on it? | 
would like to hear from you if you did. 

| do not detect a panic but am present- 
ing: this information as a caution. Wash 
regularly after shooting and try to avoid 
great doses of nitrobenzene fumes at all 
times. Caution will most likely carry us 
out of harms way with nitrobenzene. Be 
careful just the same while dealing with 
this excellent cleaning agent.
